LONDON, Nov. 10.—Premier Asquit 
was to have asked the house of commons 
today for a vote of credit of $2,000,000,000, 
but some unexpected development pre- 
vented him ‘from taking this action, 
which was postponed until tomorrow. 
The premier, however, made his expected 
statement in regard to the financial situa- 
tion and impresged upon the nation the 

necessity of a cateful husbanding of Its 

resources. 

Including the new vote of credit to be 
asked tomorrow, tho premier pointed out, 
the total amount allotted for war pur- 
poses will be 68,310, 000,000 He presented 
figures showing that the government had 
a sufficient sum left over from the pre- 
vious vote to finance the war to the third 
week of November. 

Mr. Asquith said there wee no reason 
to believe expenditures during the next 
two months would exceed $20,000,000 
daily, so that the new vote of credit 
might be expected to leat to the middle of 
February. 


Daily Cost Is $21,750,000. 

The approximate daily cost of the war 
between Sept. 12 and Nov. 6 was given by 
Mr. Asquith as $21,750,000. It rose to 
this figure from $13,500,000 in the earlier 
part of the financial yeer. 

Loans advanced by Great Britain to 
its allles and dominiona between April 1 
and Nov. g. Mr. Asquith said, amounted 
to $490,000,000. In the same period 6113. 
000,000 was expended for food supplies 
and miscellaneous items. 

The main causes of increase in the cost 
of the war, Mr. Asquith continued, were 
the great expenditures for munitions and 
the advances to Great Britain's allies and 
dominions. He could hoid out no hope 
that there was any immediate likelihood 
of a decrease in those two items.

Yet twelve years ago this old Spanish 
multi-millionaire senator, commander of 
the French order of the Legion of Honor, 
grand cross of the Spaten orders of 
Cartes III. and of label the Catholic, 
and upon whom Alfonso XIII. had pereon- 
ally bestowed the grandes on the o- 
casion of his vigit tothe marquis at Parts 
in 1912, wae called upon In 1004 to defend 
himeelf in the French courts from charges 
to the effect that he wae a fraud, and had 
obtained inberttance of the Casa Riera 
fortune and marquisate by means of for- 
gery and of perjured testimony. 

— 

The charges were first brought to light 
when, in 1908, the marquis had occasion to 
sue the editor of an obscure Parisian 
newspaper for libel and attempted black - 
mall. The case waa postponed, for one 
reason or another, for several months, 
and when it ultimately came up for trial 
counsel for the defendant put forwardthe 
ameasing pretension that the plaintiff had 
no lowus standi; that he was not the real 
Marquis Casa Riera; that he was in real- 
ity the son of the marquess’ chief steward 
or land agent, and then went on to assert 
that the real nephew and heir of the late 
marquis, who should have inherited the 
titles and wealth, amounting to about 
$20,000,000, had been aséassinated a few 
weeks after his uncle's death, intimating 
that the plaintiff was the murderer. 

Net content with this, the defense actu- 
ally produced a Catalan blacksmith of 
the name of Pedro Riefa, whom it de- 
ola ted to be the real heir, as a third cousin, 
and backed up the blacksmith’s claims by 
birth and marriage certificates, extracts 
fromm municipal records, and from parish 
registers, which were afterward proved 
to have been forged. :

Selfish Citizen Greatest Grafter. 

“The greatest grafter,”” Ald. Merriam 
resumed, is the citizen who, whether rich 
or poor, educated or illiterate, claims and 
é€xercises all the rights and privileges of 
citizenship in a self-governing com- 
munity, but will assume none of its obli- 
gations.

OKUMA FOILS FOES 


KIOTO, Nov. 10, 10 p. m.—Politics of an 
unusual type failed to prevent Japan's 
“grand old man, Premier Count Shi- 
genobuu Okuma, from playing a leading 
role this afternoon at the second great 
coronation ceremony when Emperor Yo- 
shihito announced his accession to the 
people of the realm. 

Incensed at Okuma s retention in power 
Gespite revelations of corruption during 
the cabinet crisis of last summer, the 
members of the parliament opposition 
launched a campaign based upon a cu- 
rious superstition, They argued that in 
Ponducting the ceremony of the corona- 
tion the principle of purity should prevail 
throughout. Any form of imperfection 
must be scrupulously avoided, and any 
physical disability or deformity was a 
form of imperfection. Count Okuma was 
therefore disqualified because of the fact 
that when a political fanatic threw a 
bomb at him twenty-seven years ago he 
suffered the loss of a leg. 


People Loyal to Okuma. 

This objection was generally received 
with ridicule by the people, the campaign 
ot the opposition collapsed utterly, and 
Count Okuma, representing the now con- 
stitutionally governed people of Japan, 
participated in this afternoon's ceremony 
las a figure second only in importance to 
the emperor himself and the members of 
the imperial family. 

In the morning Emperor Yoshihito had 
informed the spirit of his imperia! grand 
ancestress of his formal accession and 
of his acquisition of the Three Sacred 
Treasures. This afternoon's ceremony 
belonged in a epecial way to the people 
for it was dedicated to the purpose of 
announcing to them the accession of the 
mikado. 

) Emperor Reads Edict. 

The emperor actually mounted the 
throne end read an address to his subjects 
i who, as during the morning rites, were 
represented by the members of the diet, 
governors of prefectures, and the mayors 
of the cities of Kioto and Tokio. The 
function was held in the renowned Shi- 
shiiden hall, where the IHustrious mon- 
arch, Mutushito, became emperor, and 
which, except for reconstruction in sev- 
eral directions, retained its ancient sim- 
plicity and beauty. 

The high dignitaries, peers, members of 
the house of representatives, members of

SURRENDERS 0 THE POLICE 


Two telegrams to P. D. O’Brien, captain 
of detectives, from police officials at 
Cedar Rapids, Ia., offered possibilities 
of a startling development in the Voor- 
hees murder case last night. 

The first telegram, received early in 
the evening from W. H. Cleary, assistant 
chief of police at Cedar Rapids, read as 
follows: 

John Burke gave self up here to- 
night. Says he killed broker in Chi- 
cago three weeks ago. Says he had 
three men with him. Wire instruc- 
tions. 

Fifteen minutes later a second message 
came, this time from S. Burgin, chief of 
police. It read: 

Burke under care of physician; suf 
fering from delirium tremens. Gives 
names of three men, alleged accomplices 
in killing of broker. Burke saya his 
share of the crime was $175. Remorse 
because papers say man and woman 
arrested for crime. Gives his residence 
King’s highway, New York. Says he 
has served twenty-two months in the 
New York prison and thirty days in 
Chicago. 

This message was signed by S. Burgin, 
chief of police. 

Says Four Did “Job.” a 

Before lapsing into delirium tremens, 
Burke gave the Cedar Rapids police a 
detailed story of the crime in which he 
eaid he had participated, 

“There were four of us,“ he said. 
„ William Marr, Frank McGurdy, Wii- 
nam Gilbert, and myself. I wasassigned 
to do the shooting and the others were 
to follow our victim to the door of his 
home. 

‘‘ When our man had reached his front 
steps McGurdy gave the signa! to ahoot. 
and I did ao. The man fell back down the 
steps and all of us went through his 
pockets. Then I threw the gun down on 
the steps of the house and we ran. 

I don’t know where the other fellows 
are. I wet track of them after I got $175 
as my share of the proceeds.” 

And Then He Raves. 

When the men who were questioning 
Burke reached the point of asking for 
definite dates and addresses, the prisoner 
became incoherent and soon was taken 
away, raving, to a hospital. 

Burke is 25 years old. Further descrip- 
tion, other than that he was rather well 
dressed, was not given by the Cedar 
Rapides authorities 

His firat statement, they reported, was 
clear and coherent, but became unintefil- 
gible when he began talking of remorse 
and the desire to clear his conscience.”

hiding behind the skirts of his wife, 
Mary.” : 

He was pictured as a debaucher, under 
the cloak of religion, of young girls of his 
Hock, and as the king who arranged 
wholesale marriages among young peo- 
ple of the colony In order to prevent possi- 
ble exposure of his relations with young 
women. ; 

The climax in the trial came this after- 
noon when Mrs. Holliday, the plaintiff, 
was recalled to the stand and was fol- 
lowed by her sister, Mrs. Lena MecFar- 
lend, who also is suing the son of Ben- 
jamin for §25,000 damages, alleging 
slander. 

Summoned to “Inner Court.” 

Mrs. Holliday swore that she had been 
summoned to the inner court by Ben- 
jamin and that he had led her into mis- 
conduct, reminding her that he was holy 
and could do no wrong. She told the jury 
that after the first visit to the apartments 
of the king she had gone to her room 
and wept bitterly, trying to convince her- 
self she had done no wrong. 4 

She declared that in May, 1910, she and 
fifty-six other girls of the House of David 
had been summoned before the leader of 
Shiloh, threatened with expulsion, end 
had been cOmmanded to sign and swear 
to an affidavit that she had never heard 
or seen any immoral conduct in the

John Bully, one of the “ pillars,” ad- 
mitted that in the ten years he had beer 
a member of King Benjamin's flock 
he had never known a child to be born 
within thé House of David. 

John J. Sterling, one of the attorneys for 
Mrs. Holliday, then had read into the ree- 
ord this paragraph from “ The Star of 
Bethlehem.“ a book containing the divine 
law and presenting rules of conduct for 
members of the cult, restricting marriage 
relations. 


Wedded to a Stranger. 

Lena McFarlane substantiated the tes- 
timony of her sister, Mra. Holliday, to the 
effect that the faith limited wedlock, She 
eaid she was married when 17 years of 
age, under the lottery system, to a man to 
whom she had never spoken but whom 
she had learned to love because he was 
kind to me.“ 

Late this afternoon attorneys on both 
sides made their final pleas to the jury, 
and then Judge Wiest adjourned court.

Fixative for Pencil Drawings. 

LT read in your Corner a request for a 
fixative for pencil drawings. As an.illus- 
trator, I have had some experience in this 
line in my work. I have found that the 
most, satisfactory fixative is a wash of 
water color. This may be of light gray or 
brown tint, and it should be applied with 
a large camel's hair brush. The drawing 
should be kept wet until the color is evenly 
distributed. I have found that the easiest 
way to secure an even tone is to lay a wet 
band of the work across the top of the 
drawing and then with a fresh brushful 
of the color for each stroke to coat the 
picture with a series of bands leading 
downward. Any streaks of color which 
may chance to collect may be blotted out 
with a dry camel's hair brush.
